It was 
pointed out, however, that 
Firyubin is the third high- 
ranking Soviet official to visit 
India since August when the 
two nations signed a treaty 


of peace, friendship ami tx»- 
o|ieration. 

The United News of indie 
report said the anny reserves 
were activated because of in¬ 
creasing Pakistani troop de¬ 
ployments ul.mg India's east¬ 
ern and western borders. 

The report also said navy 
end air force reservists with 
specialized skills were being 
called to active duty.

VANCOUVER — Soviet Premier Ataei Kogygin, 
under the “most intensive” security arrangements in 
Vancouver history, took a break fixtm his grueling 
round of tout's and handshakes late Friday to attend 
a National Hockey League game. 

The 67-year-old Soviet lead¬ 
er was given a standing ova¬ 
tion, biggest of iua Canadian 
tour, by the 15,570 fans on his 
arrival at the Pacific Coli¬ 
seum to watch the Montreal 
Canadians blank the Van¬ 
couver Canucks, 6-0. 

Before the game, Kosygin 
met Montreal captain Henri 
Richard and Vancouver cap¬ 
tain Orland Kurtenbach, who 
presented the visiting digni- 
tary with hockey sticks. In re¬ 
turn, Kosygin presented the 
two teum captains with minia¬ 
ture hockey sticks signed by 
all the leading Soviet hockey 
players, and tie (jins and cuff¬

Bank Governor louis Ran 
rainsky said Uie new rate is 
"more suitable with respect 
to both the domestic and the 
external situa4iun " 

It wufTt mean that the 
average citizen's mortgage 
and other personal loan rates 
will go down Monday. It gov¬ 
erns only the charges tlie 
Bank of Canada levies for 
rare, short-term loans it 
grants to chartered banks and 
im estment dealers. 

Tlie downward niovement of 
rates in the money markets 
might eventually work through 
to charges on new mortgages, 
personal loans from banks or 
instalment purchases.

Dollars 
Nearly 
At Par 


TORONTO (CP) - Tha 
value of the Canadian dollar 
on domestic currency mar¬ 
kets closed wiUiin a fraction 
<>i parity frith Uie United 
States dollar Friday, amid 
rumors of foreign trade deals 
and trade concessions by tlie 
U.S. 

The closing value or 89 97 
cents U.S. was Uie highest 
since June 1. 1970. when the 
dollar was allowed to trudf 
freely on world currency mar¬ 
kets. Trade previously was 
limited to within i par cent of 
82.5 cento U.S. 

Currency traders said vol¬ 
ume was moderate and it afi- 
icared the Bank of Canada 
intervened with currency 
trades to hold the value oi Uie 
dollar below par. 

Traders in New York said 
Uiere are vague rumors Uiat 
Uie 10-per-cent additional levy 
on dutiable imports imposed 
Aug. 15 by the U.S. may be 
lifted for Canada and Mexico. 

Traders in Toronto said 
speculation of a wheat sale to 
lie Soviet Utah* may have 
provided an early boost to 
dollar trading. A published re¬ 
port that such a deal was 
being negotiated was denied 
by federal government of¬ 
ficials. 

Foreign capital flowing into 
Canada trusties Uie value of 
Uie dofiar up and any major 
hrreign trade arrangement 
will affect Uie currency mar¬ 
ket.

public address system that 
thf plane was approaching 
Calgary. 

However, he didn't see the 
rockies and other mountain 
ranges between Calgary and 
Vanoouver. because they 
were enveloped in clouds. 

After leaving Montreal, the 
plane flew down the St. 
Lawrence Seaway at an un¬ 
usually low altitude of 2.000 
feet to give the premier a look 
at the famous inland water 
system.

CADEROUSSE, Franc* 
(UPI) — Claudine Rossi 
stepped out and slammed her 
front door — just a little too 
hard.

Police said the 
house's main beam was ap¬ 
parently rotten. 


Jacob Malik protested angrily 
in the UN General Assembly 
Thursday.

The 
youth, Isaac Jaroslawicz, was 
held on 125,000 bail. 

The police “said a salesman 
In a sporting goods store iden¬ 
tified Jaroslawicz as the 
buyer of a rifle found In an 
air shaft at Hnuter College 
after the shooting. 

The news agency did not 
clarify what "iratitu- 
tKHis" the government was 
talking about when It said 
their work may become im¬ 
possible.

BOSTON (UPI) - Th. U.S. 
court of appeals decided 
Thursday the president’s oon- 
duct of the Indochina war was 
constitutional, dismissing a 
suit brought by the state of 
Massachusetts. 

In the unanimous decision 
written by Judge Frank Cof¬ 
fin, the court upheld s dis¬ 
missal of the suit in U.S. dis¬ 
trict court. Massachusetts 
passed a law last year per¬ 
mitting its citizens to refuse 
service in Vietnam combat 
zones because congress had 
not specifically declared war. 


Rest Frozen 9 Joint 


By O. €7. THOftTfctoON, M.D. 

Dear Dr. Thoeteson: My 

sister has been suffering from 
a "frozen shoulder." Would 
you discuss this and what is 
your advice? She has been 
going to a licensed physical 
therapist prescribed by an 
orthopedist, and is now much 
better. — Mrs. J. C. i. 

A frozen shoulder is an ex¬ 
ceptionally stiff shoulder — 
the same thing can occur in 
other joints, too. 

When the shoulder is “fro¬ 
zen," movement or rotation of 
the arm can tie extremely 
painful, and often the amount 
of movement is very limited, 
quite apart from the pain. 

The condition can result 
from Injury, or from a dis¬ 
ease such as bursitis, or as a 
result of reflex changes fol¬ 
lowing a heart attack or lung

disease, or from sheer Inac¬ 
tivity ot the arm and 
slioulder, whether as the result 
of a stroke or being im¬ 
mobilized because ot a frac¬ 
ture. Or, of course, changes 
resulting from some forms of 
arthritis may he involved. 

In any event, adhesions 
within the joint limit inoUnn 
and make it painful and the 
longer the joint is not moved 
because of the pain, the more 
"frozen” it becomes. 

Rest and application of heat 


usually are the first mea¬ 
sures, followed by supervisqd 
exercise designed to loosen 
the joint. Injections of hydro¬ 
cortisone into the joint may 
he necessary to lessen the 
pain. 

In some instances, the joint 
may he so "frozen" — that is, 
so bound by adhesions — that 
an orthopedist may hava to 
manipulate tha joint under 
general anesthesia to loosen 
the adhesions. 

Y<xir sister eveidenfily had 
good advice: she went to an 
orthopedist, and now, by her 
physical therapist's work, is 
gradually loosening the joint. 

It is pointless to expect im¬ 
mediate results. The whole 
business takes time. Coopera¬ 
tion by the patient — even 
when it hurts —r Is essential. 

In your sister’s case, you 
can see progress; I trust that 
she’s wise enough to continue.

Citizens who clustered in 
the lobby of the Queen Eliza- 
both hotel were lucky if they 
even got a glimpse of the 
hack of Kosygin’s head as the 
official party swept rapidly 
along a red carpel between

To many Montrealers, Ko¬ 
sygin will remain only a vis¬ 
age fleering from a limousine 
surrounded hy police motor¬ 
cycles with red lights flashing 
amid a general air of crisis. 

Russian journalists told col¬ 
leagues that Kosygin, a one¬ 
time textile mill foreman, is 
not the tyfie of person who 


wants to cling to a fixed itin¬ 
erary as if it were • matter of 
life and death for security 
reasons.

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A Significant Success 


ONTARIO'S PREMIER WILUAM DAVIS can 
^ accept congratulation* on two counts: first, 
for the,convincing victory of hit Progressive Con¬ 
servative Party and second for his extraordinarily 
accurate forecast of the results. 

When almost everybody outside his party — 
and some within it — had been expecting Premier 
Davis to form a minority government, with the 
New Democrats in official Opposition and the Lib 
er&ls a dose third, the Davis prediction was for a 
maximum of 80 seats with the remainder evenly 
divided. 

It couldn't have been much closer, with 78 
Conservatives elected, 20 Liberals, and the New 
Democrat* pressing with 19. 

Three constituencies are sure of recounts: Ot¬ 
tawa Centre, Toronto Dovercourt and Nipisslng. 
The results could give the role of Opposition to ei¬ 
ther contender or swell the government's majority. 

Now the political analysts will be busy hunting 
out the reasons for Premier Davis' resound insur¬ 
ers* and the failure of his opponents — notably the 
New Democrats — to live up to their own expeeta 
tions. 

They should not miss the paramount point of 
largely uninterrupted prosperity over the past 28 
years .of Conservative ascendancy, and the solid 
record of Premier Davis’ predecessor In office, 
Johh Roberts and Leslie Frost. 

The alert decision of the government to match 
Ottawa’s announced reduction in income tax very 
likely had a last-minute impact, but the chances 


are Premier Davis already had the mandate In his 
pocket. 

Personalities play an enormously Important 
pa it in elections where there are no big issues, and 
neither Liberal Robert Nixon nor the NDP’s Ste¬ 
phen Lewis — although he's son of the national 
leader — had a better popular image than their in¬ 
cumbent opponent. 

All else being equal, Premier Davis had an ad¬ 
vantage by virtue of his office and his record of 
legislative service. 

While they are looking for causes In Ontario, 
the analysts will be weighing the effects of the Con¬ 
servative success. In immediate prospect is a feder¬ 
al by-election in Assiniboia, Sask. On the basis of 
the Tory trend in Ontario and the latest Canadian 
Institute of Public Opinion poll it would appear the 
Conservatives Will take the seat from the govern¬ 
ment. 

The poll figures are significant, if they are to 
be believed: 

The Conservatives gained no fewer than nine 
percentage points on the Liberate as of Oct. 1 com 
pared wtth the August figure, while the NDP lost 
one percentage point, leaving the respective stand 
Ings at 38, 32 and 23 per cent across the nation. 
Prime Minister Trudeau had the support of 46 per 
cent of the electorate in 1968. 

What is the reason for the trend? An unem¬ 
ployment crisis, high cost of living and fear of fur¬ 
ther economic deterioration, three facts the federal 
government continues to deny. 

Perhaps now It will listen to the voice of On¬ 
tario. 


How You Going to Keep ’Em 


A NIMAL POLLUTION Is the latest. It’s what 
■ the people of Shakopee might call a litter 
problem — in more ways than one. Their suburban 
Minneapolis hamlet is over run with cats. And they 
are at their wits' end With feline felonies, not the! 
least of which is misuse of sandboxes in children’s 
playgrounds. There are too many violations of gar 
hage can raiding rules, as well. And birdnapping 
also is out of hand. 

Ah the end of their tether, so to speak, they 
have voted In a leash law. Kitty is to be collared 
and kept under control. 

The move Is somewhat along the lines that the 
people of South Wales are attempting to draw 
around a little different animal pollution problem 
they claim is reaching crisis proportions. 

Their* is sheep. The fleecers which share the 
hills and dales of Wales under the protection of 
common land laws and pasture rights have grown 
hold, apparently, and are moving into the villages 
to the great distress of householders. 

It has reached a point where, to put it mildly, 
relationship between the sheep and the people Is 
something less than friendly. “As far as we are 
concerned," One villager was quoted in a London 
Times report, “they are all black sheep." 

The South Wales variety obviously are not the 


placid, plump, woollies of pteturebook and pastures 
green. These are the street corner tougha, the 
Hell’s Angels of the sheep world. 

“You can see them," says the newspaper ac¬ 
count, “thief eyed and shifty, dog-eared and dirty, 
rummaging in the dustbins, gardens and backyards 
of the valley towns, blundering in front of traffic." 
The tales of their feats of cunning and acro¬ 
batics and barefaced cheek are legion, the report 
continues. Every town has its share of sheep “atro¬ 
city" stories, and the similes flow in their telling: 

“They are like locusts. They are like gannets. 
They come down from the hills like marauding 
Sioux, leaping six-foot fences to get at the cauli¬ 
flowers and chrysanthemums_" 

The story is told of one complainant who, 
when eating out, always orders Welsh lamb or mut¬ 
ton ‘in the hope that I shall get the woolly b 
that keeps knocking my dustbin over." 

Another yarn claims the sheep are so cunning 
they will leap on one another’s backs to get over 
walla and fences that are too high, and they have 
learned to cross cattle grids by tucking their legs 
up under their bodies and rolling over the obstacle. 

The accusations, which make the Shakopee 
rat curse seem mild, are being made In a campaign 
for large scale fencing projects and stiffer pound 
laws. 

The pollution crusade knows no bounds.

Rev. D. W. Gan ton waa 
its first minister. Trustees 
numbering 21 ware appointed 
on this date and it waa decid¬ 
ed to build a church. 


Land was purchased at 
Moss and Bond from 8. O. 
Bailey for 12,500 and the tent 
was still in use that fail when 
tha three lots at Bond Street 
were traded tor three an Moss 
at Fairfield Road plus 11,000. 

By November tha congrega¬ 
tion had built a temporary 
frame ohuroh facing on Moss 
Street on the most southerly 
of the three lots, had acquired 
a 35,000 mortgage and taken 
the name Fairfield Methodist 
Church. 

6* The mortgage wae burned 
in 1921 and a more permanent 
building, facing Fairfield, was 
elected the same year. This is 
tha present gymnasium.

A mortgage of 97,500 wae 
assumed at this time and it 
was burned on Feb. 14,1945.

‘Slaves’ Built Church 


A Methodist church es¬ 
tablished by Negro slaves 
fleeing the United States will 
celebrate its 108th anniversa¬ 
ry on Sunday. 

The church, now Shady 
Creek United, will holij a spe¬ 
cial anniversary service at 
9:45 a.m. to be conducted by 
Rev. G. G. Smith. The attrac¬ 
tive church is a familiar sight 
on East Saanich Road in Cen¬ 
tral Saanich. 

It was in 1858, the year of 
the Cariboo gold rush, that 
between 600 and 800 slaves 
came to the Island seeking 
peace and freedom. Some of 


them settled in the Shady 
Creek area including Charles 
Alexander and his family, the 
Spotts family arid the Mc- 
MiJIans. Five years later they 
decided to build a church. 

The present church, built in 
1895, is close to the site of the 
original church. 

By the time the present 
church was built most of Uie 
Negro families had left, some 
returning to the US and 
many to other parts of Cana¬ 
da. 

But new settlers had taken 
their places and the communi¬ 
ty was growing. 


The congregation was first 
served by visiting Methodist 
ministers from Victoria and 
Charles Alexander and others 
gave strong local leadership. 

In its early life the church 
was part of the Sidney charge 
but now it is linked with 
Brentwood Bay. Two former 
ministers still live in Uie Vic¬ 
toria area, Rev. T. G. Grif¬ 
fiths, 1920-1925, and Rev. J. G. 
G. Bom pa8, 1956-1962. 

The present ministers, R«v. 
J. M. Wood, is on leave of ab¬ 
sence serving the Methodist 
Church in Suffolk, England. 
Taking his place as interim 
pastor is Rev. G. G. Smith.

Deaconess To Give 
Sermon at St. John’s 


One of the first women in 
Canada to be ordained to the 
diaconate — Rev. Joy Rud¬ 
dock will preach in her 
home church, St. John’s 
AngUcan, at 4 p.m. Sunday. 

Miss Ruddock was ordained 
at St. Matthew’s Cathedral, 
Brandon, Man., on Holy Cross 
Day, Sept. 14, by Bishop T. W. 
Wilkinson, along with three 
other women. Last year two 
women were ord^jjiad in 
Eastern Canada. 

"This is quite a new move 
in the Anglican Church,’’ said 


Canon Grahame Baker of St. 
John's this week. 

"I’d like to point out," he 
continued, "that Uiere have 
always been deaconesses in 
the AngUcan Church but Joy 
Ruddock is among the first 
few women to be ordained to 
Uie diaconate, which is the 
first of the orders of the 
priesUiood, previously the ex¬ 
clusive preserve of men." 

Miss Ruddock was bom in 
Victoria, attended Willows 
School and St. Ann's Academy 
and, with her family, was a 
member of St. John's. 


She has a three-point perish 
in Manitoba, Baker said, at 
St. Bede's, Kinogota; St. 
John’s, Reedy Creek, and St. 
James, Bluff Creek. 

"There will be no change in 
her work from Uiat which she 
formerly did as a bishop’s 
messenger," he explained, 
"except that now she can per¬ 
form baptisms and mar¬ 
riages.

The Anglican Church of 
Canada has sent a telegram 
to President Nixon urging 
cancellation of the projxihed 
nuclear test blast on toe Aleu¬ 
tian island of Amchitka. 

The telegram was signed by 
Archbishop Edward Scott, 
Anglican Church primate, and 
37 Anglican bishops on behalf 
of the House of Bishops. 

It pointed out that toe House 
of Bishops represented more 
than one million Canadians 
and was deeply concerned 
about the possible environ¬ 
mental hazards of such a 
blast and its threat to the 
West Coast of North America 
and possibly the enUne Pacific 
basin. ^ 

In addiUon, Archbishop 
Scott urged Canadians to ac¬ 
tively oppose the promised 
test. 

"Now that the Canadian 
government lias alrady pro¬ 
tested to Washington, I think 
now it’s a matter of public 
opinion Ixith in Canada and 
Uie United States to mount 
further opposition," he said. 

He urged people to 6|ieak to 
their friends about it and also 
to "influence wherever they 
can American people because 
I think Uie protest from them 
carries more weight with 
their own government that a 
Canadian protest."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The UJ3. coat of living went 
up 0.2 per oent in September, 
the first full month covered 
by President Nixon's wage- 
price frees#, the government 
said Friday. 

Officials said most of the 
increase was due to price 
hikes on goods and services 
not covered by the freeze. 

The bureau of labor statis¬ 
tics said the increase in the 
consumer price index was 
half tha 0.4 per oent jump in 
August. 

The price index has 
averaged 0.4 per cent during 
the previous six months, al¬ 
though the July increase with¬ 
out the freeze had been 0.2 
per cent. 

The )«ice freeze went into 
effect Aug. 15, but because of 
lags in reporting time, and 
because only half the month 
was covered, officials said the 
August rise rejected only 
minimal effect of the freeze. 

Tha September Increase 
was affected by the freeze, 
however. 

"Analysis of prioe data in 
the September index indicates 
that moat of the increase in 

the September index tor Items 
covered by the freeze oc- 
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c lured prior to Aug. 15 or waa 
dua to seasonal or other price 
changes which, under certain 
conditions, are permissible 
under the freeze," the bureau 
said. 

The bureau said food price# 
dropped 0.8 per cent before 
adjustment tor seasonal fac¬ 
tors but only 0.3 per cent after 

adjustment, and automobile 
prices also declined — new 
cars by 1.5 per cent on an 
unadjusted basis and used 
cars by 0.8 per cent 

But prices rose for clothing, 
household services and col¬ 
lege tuition. Tuition went up 
by B per cent. 

Meanwhile, another key re¬ 
port allowed the U.S. eoonorny 
suffered a relapse In the July- 
September quarter but the in¬ 
flation rate, res landing to the 
freeze, six wed marked im¬ 
provement. 

The report supplied a mix¬ 
ture of both good and bad eco¬ 
nomic news. A slower-paced 
economy means little 
progress is apt to be made on 
the unemployment front im¬ 
mediately, but a slower rate 
of inflation is good news, in¬ 
dicating a slower rise in 
price*. 

The commerce department 
said the gross national prod¬ 
uct, total output of the 
country’s goods and services, 
advanced at a 3-per-cent an¬ 
nual rate in the third quarter 
in terms of non-inflated dol¬ 
lars. 

Economists consider that 
rate of growth too slow to cut 
into unemployment, around 6

pended on charity. However, 
most of their funds now oonw 
from government and they 
should be run much like 
school boards, he explained. 

"I personally feel hospitals 
should be much more answer- 
able to the people whose 
money they spend," said the 
alderman. "If hospital trust¬ 
ees were the equivalent of 
school trustees, we oould vote 
them out of office from time 
to time." 

The Prince George regional 
board Was the first In this 
provinoe to take over the day- 
to-day operations of a hospital 
when it put a small hospital 
at Mackenzie, an "Instant 
town" 110 miles north, under 
the control of a regional man¬ 
agement committee. 

There is no local hoapital 
society, municipal or provin¬ 
cial appointee represent¬ 
atives, running the Mackenzie 
hospital. 

Clare said the problem with 


appointed hospital board 
members is that they often 
hold their position for years, 
become "stale" and don’t 
make any effort to explain 
their actions to the people 
whose money they spend. . 

The executive direotor of 
the B.C. Hospitals’ Associa¬ 
tion this week warned 
members about the possibility 
of an "inaidious encroach¬ 
ment" into their affairs by 
regional boards. 

D u n o a n Bradford told 
BCHA’s annual meeting in 
Vancouver: 

"With the development of 
regional hospital boards, 
there is provision in their act 
for involvement in the opera¬ 
tion of hospitals in emergent 
or unusual circumstances 
when there is no established 
hospital society. 

"As with all groups, there is 
a natural tendency to extend 
their sphere of influence to 
the fullest extent. This was 
not intended by the legislation 


and is not a desirable devel¬ 
opment. 

"The |hospital*i association 
must act as a watch dog for 
hospitals to discourage this in¬ 
sidious encroachment on the 
autonomy of hospital socie¬ 
ties."

Personality More Important for Coach than Knowledge 


TORONTO <cp> - 
"Everyone talks about tha 
problem athlete,” aays coach 
Lloyd Percival, ' but no one 
ever asks the athlete what he 
thinks about his coach and 
why he thinks so." 

With that idea in mind, 
Percival, director of the 
Fitness Institute in Toronto 
and technical director of the 
Canadian Coaching Associa¬ 
tion, started a survey of ath¬ 
letes. 

His survey covered 382 ath¬ 
letes at professional, Interna¬ 


tional and top amateur levels 
and he presented his findings 
at the recent symposium on 
the art end science of coach¬ 
ing conducted by the coaching 
association and the Canadian 
Olympic Association. 

Peroival said he found that 
only about 22 per cent of the 
athletes he interviewed either 
liked or respected their 
coaches, another 10 per cent 
were unoonoerned and the re¬ 
in a i n d e r disliked their 
coaches for various reasons. 

The athletes rated personal 


ity as tha most important fac¬ 
tor in their relationship with 
the coach while kiN^ledge of 
the sport came a distant sec¬ 
ond, followed by technique 
end methods. 

“The ideal coach is the 
democrat who treats his ath¬ 
letes like men, sets rules, 
chews the athlete out in pri¬ 
vate, doles out praise as well 
as criticism, adapts himself to 
the individual," Percival said. 
"Thia guy is a rarity." 

On the negative side, Per¬ 
oival drew up a list of ooach- 


iug types disliked and feared 
by athletes. 

The rogue s gallery includ¬ 
ed the following: 

THE NHOUTKH "He be¬ 
lieves in the power of deoi- 
hies, the higher the noise 
level, the greater the lesson 
. .. Only the guys clpee to 
him hear him. The others are 
lost In the echo. They turn 
him off eventually became 
they resent him." 

The Superintend - He 
always has his arm around 
someone — anyone. He tries 


to be very close, in asl with 
Hie hoys, drink with them, 
lie's a nice guy but he’s a 
throwback to the athlete's 
parents. The athlete doesn't 
need another dad. He needs a 
leader ,.." 

The Scientist — "He is com¬ 
plicated, precise. He has a 
complex number of plays with 
47 options on each one. He 
gets results — paralysis by 
analysis . . 

"He doesn't realise that the 
great coaches concentrate on 
simplicity, maximum execu¬ 


tion The simple way is the 
easiest even when writing 
English." 

The Tough tiuy - "This 
one wants to he like Vince 
Lombardi or Knute Rockne or 
Punch Imlach. He just doesn't 
realize they had other quali¬ 
ties. He believes in blood, 
sweat and tears, six laps, 
stops and starts ... You have 
to hate him to win because 
he’s a dictator." 

The Actor - "This guy is 
always playing the role. He 
has coach stitched on both 


sides of his sweater, his un¬ 
derwear. his cap." 

The Black (latter "He Is 
superstitious. He really upsets 
the team because they know 
it doesn't matter how well 
they play, if he doesn't have 
his right hat on the day of the 
game, they’re going to lose." 

The Inaulter — "He Is con¬ 
stantly insulting his players, 
being sarcastic. He special¬ 
izes in curse words, such 
other nioeties are porkhead, 
dum-dum, meathead, yahoo, 
hot-dog, yellow, choke, goof- 


off and Big Stoop. He has a 
broad vocabulary and a nar¬ 
row mind " 

The Choker — "When the 
game starts, everything else 
goes out the window and he 
.just stands there. He forget* 
to change the line, count the 
men on the field, send in a 
play, check the scoreboard. 
He doesn’t see anything. Ten¬ 
sion takes over. He has to 
wait until Monday to check 
the films. What this guy needs 
is an assistant to handle the 
game."

Careful Watch 
Urged on Drugs 


B.C. pharmacists are being 
urged to restrict the public’s 
access to preparations that 
inter react with prescription 
drugs a person might be tak¬ 
ing. 

The suggestion has come 
from the B.C Pharmaceutical 
Association, which is the li¬ 
censing authority for phar¬ 
macists. 

The association announced 
earlier this week that its go¬ 
verning council has endorsed 
Ihe idea of restricting the sale 
n f potent, n o n-prescriptinn 
preparations. 

The proposal has gone to 
the association’s professional 
relations committee, which 
will propose a bylaw amend¬ 
ment for the pharmacists’ an¬ 
nual meeting next June. 

"It is the council's belief 
that the uncontrolled sale of 
these medications represents 
a potential hazard to the gen¬ 
eral public," said the phar¬ 
maceutical association.

The cost of fighting forest 
fires in B.C. rose to a record 
high of $9.7 million this year 
comptred with a previous 
high of $8.8 million set in 1970, 
the B.C. Forest Service said 
Friday. 

The 1971 forest fire season 
endeu officially at midnight 
Thursday 

Although the cost of fighting 
fires was higher this year, the 
forest service said the actual 
number of fires this year. 
2.898, was considerably less 
than the record of 4.003 set 
last year. 

The service said a total of 
878.000 acres were humed 
which was not a reiwd hut 
well above Ihe average of 
263,437 acres for ttie previous 
10 years. 

The biggest fire this season, 
die service said, was the so- 
called "tee’’ fire in northeas¬ 
tern B.C. which sjread over 
350.000 acres tiefore cool, 
damp weather subdued it in 
late summer.

toria area followers of Wicca 
engaged in a preview of the 
real ceremony that will be 
conducted in seoret on Hal¬ 
loween, formerly known as 
All Saints Eve or All Hallows. 

“We ooukj not permit the 
public to view the real cere¬ 
mony because it would upset 
the participants,” Mark Fe- 
doruk, proprietor of the book 
shop and a student of meta¬ 
physics. told the Colonist. 

Because Christians and 
many churches found the idea 
of hallowing the dead repug¬ 
nant, the Halloween celehra- 
tkm was stricken from the 
calendar for many years, Fe¬ 
doruk said in an interview. 

On Its return to favor, he 
•aid, it carried with it the 
capricious connotations that 
had arisen in various parts of 
Britain, and that probably re¬ 
duced the church’s opimsition 
to the day.' 

Friday's ceremony took 
place in the small room, dom¬ 
inated by a striking circular 
symbol on the floor, which re¬ 
presented the cycle of life, 
with all the influences on the 
follower of the Wicca religion. 

On one side of the circle, a 
woman represented the Moth¬ 
er. the most prominent deity 


in the religion which believes 
all life stems from the moth¬ 
er, and she is the single most 
important functionary in a 
person’s life. 

The figure of God faced the 
woman across the circle, and 
the son and daughter faced 
each other across the other 
two quarters of the circle. 

The circle itself is divided 
Into 10 rooms, marked off and 
designated by letters of the 
watches' alphabet, 'and 
marked to represent 10 dif¬ 
ferent deities of the Wicca re¬ 
ligion. 

Samhain, lord of the dead, 
was depicted in color on a 
window overlooking the ritual, 
and the figure of Christ 
looked down from the opposite 
side of the room. 

In the centre of the circle 
the magician, or conduci 
the ritual, hooded and robed 
like the four principles, chan¬ 
ted die liturgical (firases in 
Latin and English, with Hie 
others participating in various 
portions of the short service. 

A sword to indicate mascu¬ 
linity, and the wine and bread 
familiar to conventional 
churchgoers, also played roles 
in the ritual./ . 

According to the Wicca reli¬ 
gion, the Mother represents 


earth, air, nre and water, the 
four elements to which the 
human body returns when a 
person dies. 

Eventually, the ghosts and 
witches, hobgoblins, fairies 
and demons that were very 
real to the ancient Druids 
evolved Into the modern spirit 
of revelry . 

Victoria’s followers are in 
deadly earnest and Fedoruk 
said they hope to “achieve 
satisfaction within ourselves.” 
through projecting themselves 
into the subconscious, pure 
state - employing such ritual 
as the Feast of tile Dead, one 
of four sabbaths recognized in 
the Celtic calendar. 

Beltane, April 30. heralds 
the lieginning of spring; Can¬ 
dle Mass, Feb. 2, the depar¬ 
ture of winter, and Lumas, 
Aug. 1, the beginning of sum- 


Because of the reticence of 
some people to acknowledge 
their belief in a religion not 
generally accepted by most 
churches, it is not known how 
many people in Greater Vic¬ 
toria practise Wicca. ' 

It is believed, howeier, 
•bout 200 persons in chapters 
of about 14 persons each, fol¬ 
low Wicca on Vancouver Is¬ 
land

It’s Not Always 
The Other Guy

So you’re driving along one 
autumn evening, not bother¬ 
ing anybody and you run into 
a i*olice roadcheck and you 
figure you’re all right — it’s 
the other guy they’ll get. 

But you're not all right. You 
forgot your pink card or your 
registration or even your li¬ 
cence. iSo, while the guy wlio 
gets a summons for combin¬ 
ing drinking and driving is in 
trouble, you are too. tliank* to 
a warning ticket that's your 
own fault. 

Victoria police traffic divi¬ 
sion head Inspector Richard 
Berry said Friday the first 
paragraph is the outlook of 
moat drivers when road- 
check* go into effect — and 
the second paragraph is often 
what happens to them. 

"He spoke while disclosing 
the police department expects 
to stage two roadchecks be¬ 
fore the end of the year. 

Berry said locations of 
roadchecks are never an¬ 
nounced in advance. The 
usual practice, dejiending on 
tiie weather, is to send out 
two groups of traffic officers 


assisted by auxiliary police¬ 
men from 7 p.m. to midnight. 

And the groups move about 
rather than settling in one 
place. 

What'e the result? Take a 
roadcheck Sept. 30, 1970, when 
1,300 cars were checked lie- 
tween 6 p.m. and midnight at 
various intersections in Vic¬ 
toria. 

There were 68 aummongee 
for such oftencRs as impaired 
driving, driving without insur¬ 
ance and driving while the 
licence was suspended. Plus 
181 warning tickets for failing 1 
to produce an insurance card 
or a driver’s licence or a reg¬ 
istration slip and so on. 

There could also be 34-liour 
roadside suspensions tor 
drinking drivers, which 
means the guy who started 
out for an evenifig drive cer¬ 
tain he was all right could end 
the evening waiting in the 
rain for a taxi and knowing lie 
was all wrong. 

One more note; with day- 
ligld caving time ending on the 
night of Oct. 30-31, it will lie 
getting darker earlier and 
roadchecks are almost always 
held by police In the hours of 
darkness.

No longer will 
we, as visitors, be able to 
gaze aq the treasures of tlie 
(British Museum, the National 
Portrait Gallery, the Victoria 
and Albert Museum and the 
other national collections 
without contributing our mite 
to their maintenance.”

Blood Shortage Over 


A blood shortage in the Red 
Croes provincial blood bank is 
over, thanks to 290 Victoria 
donors, Charles McNeil, su¬ 
pervisor of the Victoria Red 
CYoes clinic told the Colonist 
• Friday. 

Thursday the central blood 
bank in Vancouver was down 
to only, seven pints of O group 


RH positive, and there was a 
patient in a Victoria hospital 
who needed 16 pints of that 
blood ty|>e to stay alive. 

Izickily there were supplies 
from the blood donor clinic 
held Thursday at the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria’s Student 
Union Building, and 16 pints 
weae sent. 


Friday, 290 donors came to 
the clinic from 9:30 a m. to 
4:30 p.m. in response t« the 
aiipcal for all donors with that 
blood type. 

Of the donors who came, 
162 had O group RH positive, 
so that now the blood iiankr 
has an adequate supply ot the 
needed type, McNeill said. 


Sooke residents, up in arms 
over plans by the Greater 
Victoria Water Board to 
switch their water supply 
source from Sooke Lake to 
Sooke River, can have their 
water mains lined with gold 
provided they are willing to 
pay for it, water commis¬ 
sioner Ron Upward told the 
Colonist Friday. 

“We consider every aspect, 
but what it finally boils down 
to is the question of dollars 
and cents.” Upward said. 

The controversy is over the 
water board’s plan to discon¬ 
tinue the use of a 17-mile-long 
pipeline which carries water 
from Sooke Lake to about 750 
households in Sooke. 

In tire future, the boat'd 
wants to supply the. residents 
involved with water taken 
from Sooke River. Plans in¬ 
clude a pumping station and 
250,000-gallon reservoir to lie 
built about a mile below the 
Spoke Potholes at an estimat¬ 
ed cost of 9375,000, which will 
he borne by the water tioard 
from its revenues. 

Residents say they don’t 
want to lose their * pure lake 
water” and get “murky and 
polluted water” from Sooke 
River instead. 

Upward said “nobody wants 
In si love anything down the 
residents’ throats” without 
giving diem a chance to voice 
their objections. 

“We are operating under 
the B.C. Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission. There will be a pub¬ 
lic hearing at which we will 
present our case. At that 
same meeting, the residents 
can put their objections for¬ 
ward,” he said. 

Upward said he didn't deny 
that die water from Sooke 
Lake was “far better” than 
that from the river, but there 
wasn’t much the board could 
do about it. 

“That pipeline from Sooke 
Like to Sooke was built back 
around 1915 ; it’s made of 
wood and it’s in very bad con¬ 
dition. A new pipeline would 
cost an enormous amount of 
money. Such a project 
couldn’t lie justified for just 
750 homes,” he said. 

However, Upward said lie 
could not give a definite cost 
figure. 

If there ever were e major 
breakdown, he said, residents 
would be without water for at 
least 15 hours. For that time, 
there would be absolutely no 
fire protection in the area 
concerned. 

“Just in anticipation of such 
a major breakdown, which 
might occur next year, the 
board would have to have 
9100.000 in toe bank. That's 
how muchJt would cost to fix 
a major break,” lie said. 


Upward said although the 
water from toe river wa*n t 
as good as that from Sooke 

Lake, it would be “perfectly 
clean and safe'' after treat¬ 
ment All bacteria would be 


eliminated through chlorina¬ 
tion, he said. 

The residents will Itold a 
protest meeting Nov. 1 in the 
Sooke Community Hall Up¬ 
ward said he will attend tlie 
meeting.

4 Why Force 
Life Style 
On Me ? 9

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. (UPI) — Shirley Ann 
Wheeler is going home to the mountains of North 
Carohrn, by order of Florida authorities — back to 
where her troubles with babies stalled as a girl of 18. 


"Tha whale thing U crazy.” 
said tha reddish-blonde young 
woman, curled up on a couch 
at her boyfriend's apartment, 
the one she must vacate. 
"Why should they force their 
life style on me?” 

Cbnfuaed and bitter, Mi's. 
Wheeler, 29, stands convicted 
of manslaughter for having 
an abortion when she was five 
months pregnant. 

New York University Law 
School Professor Cyril Means, 
hired by the Playboy Founda¬ 
tion to defend Mrs. Wheeler, 
says it is the first time in the 
English-speaking world a 
woman has even been convict¬ 
ed for having an abortion. 
Usually the abortionist is pro¬ 
secuted. 

While she was handed a 
light stenence — two years on 
probation — Mrs. Wheeler is 
considering an appeal. Al¬ 
ready her case has become a 
rallying cry for feminist 
groups campaigning for abor¬ 
tion law reform, particularly 
the Women’s National Abor¬ 
tion Action Coalition (WON- 
AAC), which plans demon¬ 


strations in Washington and 
San FYancisco on Nov. 20. 

Mrs. Wheeler, bom Shirley 
Ann Johnson, is particularly 
upset at the probation erfficer 
who told her she must leave 
the bearded young printer and 
taxidermist. Robert Wheeler, 
25, with whom she has been 
keeping house the past three 
years. She was ordered to go 
live with a brother in North 
Carolina. 

"The probation supervisor 
told me I’d better not go out 
and find myself another meal 
ticket,” she said. 

One of eight children whose 
mother died young and whose 
father drank a lot, Shirley 
was reared by an aunt and 
uncle in Morgan ton, N.C., a 
small town about 50 miles 
east of Asheville. 

Shirley was 18 and still In 
high school when two boys of¬ 
fered her a ride home from a 
neighboring town. “I knew 
them both.” she said. "They 
were drinking.

John Ttsdalto, who repre¬

Peaches 


Of all the fine fruits we can grow in 
our climate. I don’t think any yields 
quite the same satisfaction as a well- 
grown peach. There is unquestionably a 
wonderful thrill in picking and eating 
your own sun-ripened apples and pears, 
hut this thrill is enhanced a hundredfold 
with peaches, for it takeL a bit of doing 
to raise good peaches. Together with 
the pride of accomplishment is the su¬ 
perb flavor of a tree-ripened peach as 
compared with the not quite-ripe store- 
bought fruit. 

It is commonly believed that in our 
cool climate you MUBT train your 
peach tree against a sunny house wall. 
This is a very good way to utilize a 
warm wall, for |teaches love summer 
heat, but the wall isn't strictly neces¬ 
sary. Quite good peaches have been 
grown right out in the open, although 
the hazard of leaf-curl disease is much 
greater. 

AAA 

Quite a few peach trees hereabouts 
are seedlings, grown from peach stones, 
and the peach is one of tha very few 
fruits where ^his is practicable. A. seed- 
grown peach tree will often start bear¬ 
ing fruit as early as its fifth year, 
whereas apple and pepr seedlings may 
take as long as 15 years to reach bear¬ 
ing age. 

But while it is possthle to raise your 
own peach tree by sowing the stones. 


there are many solid advantages in 
Inlying nursery grown grafted trees. 
For one thing, the trees are probably 
two or three years old when you buy 
tKem. and will start bearing fruit that 
much sooner. Moreover, you are buying 
a named variety, of known performance, 
\vhereas a seedling tree is always some¬ 
thing of a gamble. It isn’t much fun to 
lavish tender care on a seed-grown tree 
for five years, only to find its fruit is 
stringy, flavorless or bitter 

All our local peach varieties are self- 
fertile, which means a single tree will 
bear fruit without a “mate" tree 
nearby. The variety J. H. Hale/com¬ 
mon in dntario hut not much grown 
here, will not set fruit without crosspol- 
lination from another variety. 
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Rochester, one of our best early 
freestone peaches, is sort of betwixt and 
tietween — it will set SOME fruit on its 
own, but bears bigger crops if given a 
companion tree of another variety. AH 
other peach varieties can bear full 
crops even while living in single bless¬ 
edness. 

Thoroughly reliable in our climate 
are the three V's, Valiant, Vedette and 
Veteran. These are all children of the 
Klberta peach: bred and developed onV 
the Niagara penninsula. but they have 
taken to the B.C. climate like a duck 


takes to water and have definite points 
of superiority over their parent, Elber- 
ta. 

There isn't a great deal of difference 
in the three varieties except for the 
time of ripening. All are freestone 
kinds, with the flesh separating easily 
from the stone. All are a good size, 
round, highly colored, sweet and juicy 
and with none of the woody or stringy 
texture often found in inferior kinds. 
Vedette is the earliest of the three, 
ripening around the third week in Au- 
gus, followed by Valiant, then Veteran. 

A - A A 

Pacific Gpld is earlier on two counts 
— it ripens earlier in the season, and it 
comes into bearing earlier in life, often 
producing a few fruits in its second t 
year after planting. The flesh is a 
deeper yellow than in mo6t peaches and 
is so sweet that much less sugar is 
required in canning or preserving. 

Renton’s claim to fame is its resis¬ 
tance to the leaf-curl disease, so com¬ 
mon in unsprayed peaches. I should 
point out, though, that while Renton is 
somewhat less susceptible to leaf-curl, 
it is by no means immune and still 
requires the preventive sprayings. 

Another fine peach for our climate is 
Red Haven, with superb quality frees¬ 
tone fruit and ripening earlier than any 
of our other varieties, sometimes as 
early as the sepond week in August-

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“How do you account for so 
many spoiled rich children?”

But I think there is more to 
it than that. After all, there 
are many wealthy parents 
who care deeply for their chil¬ 
dren, enjoy their company, 


and respond to their truest 
needs. 

Yet even these parents will 
give their children more than 
is good for them, or before 
they are ready and able to 
handle these gifts. It is as if 
such parents have a desperate 
need to make tangible their 
affection for the childreg. 
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Why? It seems to me that 
one important element is 
lacking in the family life of 
the rich and this is the ele¬ 
ment of sacrifice. When we 
love, we want to make a sac¬ 
rifice, we want to show that 
we would gladly give up our 
own pleasure and comfort for 
the sake of the loved «me. 

This is precisely what the 
rich are debarred from doing 


The joy of scrimping and 
saving for a child's college 
education, the decision to cut 
down on vacations or clothes 
for oneself -— ail these are 
vfexing to parents o ordinary 
means, but they' are also 
spiritually nourishing. They 
nourish the parent in the 
knowledge that he or she is 
behaving unselfishly. 

When there is no obstacle, 
however, there is no sense of 
sacrifice. If you can have 
everything, then everything 
means nothing 
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If doing this or that for a 
child Involves no sell-denial 
for the parent, then both the 
parent and the child remain 
curiously unsatisfied in their 
hidden emotional relationship. 


(This, by the way, is why 
the rich so often pretend to be 
faced with money worries; it 
is not hypocrisy, but a game 
they play with themselves in 
order to taste some of the 
tang of planning and scrimp¬ 
ing and cutting corners. Thc> 
set up artificial obstacles to 
overcome.) 

AAA 

The lavish bestowing of ma¬ 
terial gifts upon children is a 
wistful (and, of course, futile) 
effort to demonstrate that the 
parent “would do anything” 
for the child. 

We may envy the rich for 
what they can do, hut we 
must pity them for being cut 
off from tlie bittersweet joy of 
self-denial in the service of 
the loved one.

Cole, 66, used to raise bees 
commercially but since his re¬ 
tirement last year, he has cut 
down the number of his hives 
to seven. 

He takes one teaspoon of 
the golden liquid every morn¬ 
ing, calling it “the best medi¬ 
cine in the world — honey ia 
completely pure.” 

Another form Cole takes his 
lioney in is equally effective 
although not quite so medici¬ 
nal — a very potent honey 
mead. 


“I iust boil tour pounds of 
noney and one gallon water 
fur two minutes, then combine 
it with the juice of six m anges 
arid a small bottle uf yeast." 

Beekeeping, Cole said, is 
extremely easy and takes 
only two hours uf work each 
week in the summer, when 
"(he bees are producing. What 
it does take a lot of, however, 
is more in the sting depart¬ 
ment. 

Cole thought nothing of the 
stings tie gets while working 
aruu J the hives His first in¬ 
volvement with bees resulted 
in more than 200 stings “but a 
half bottle of gin cured that.” 

Indicating a minute dis¬ 
tance In-tween rhumb and 
forefinger, he said “how van 
you tie afraid of anything that 
small.” 

In the face of a sting. Cole 
offered this advice. Don’t pull 
the stinger out, that releases 
poison from a small sack at¬ 
tached to the end of the 
stinger. Instead you should re¬ 
move the whole stinger with a 
knife” 

Despite tiie painful impdica- 
fctsis, the sting ts only a very 
amall part erf a bee-man * life.

VANCOUVER - The big 
Western Canada region of the 
IWA is going to head into the 
coming year in shaky finan¬ 
cial condition — the direct re¬ 
sult of bitter political fighting. 

The region’s five-day annu¬ 
al conventi»>n ended here just 
before midnight Friday with¬ 
out setting the machinery in 
motim\ x for funds that are 
badly needed if the union is to 
meet some of its more impor¬ 
tant objectiges. 

It appeared one major set¬ 
back would be the IWA’s plan 
to conduct raiding war 
against the "rebel" Pulp and 
Paj>er Workers of Canada, a 
smaller union lhat has been 
accused of conducting raids 
itself on the bigger union's 
membership. 

Late in the evening it ap¬ 
peared that the opposition 
forces of Syd Thomson iiad 
hacked regional president 
Jack Moore and his fellow ex¬ 
ecutive officer* Into a corner. 

Thompson, ruggedly hand¬ 
some president of the big 
Vancouver local, and his fel¬ 
low travellers had earlier en¬ 
gineered the defeat of a mon¬ 
ey-raising formula that had 
tiie support of Moore. 

It would have meant in¬ 


creasing the per capita tax to 
the regional council from 
$1.05 per member per month 
to $1.30. 

Thompson recommended a 
formula under which each 
member would pay 25 cents a 
month into a defence and or¬ 
ganizational fund. 

This money would be spent 
specifically on the defence ol 
the union’s jurisdiction and it* 
expansion. 

More important, the fund 
would lie administered by the 
regional executive board, 
which includes tiie executive 
council and the president of 
each of the locals. \ 

Moore at first v said he 


found himself in the position 
where he would have to sup¬ 
port Thompson's motion be¬ 
cause it seemed the only ave¬ 
nue open to the required 
funds, 

The Western Canada region 
finished last year with a defi¬ 
cit pf $21,000.

Traders in New York said 
there are vague rumors that 
tiie 10-]>er-cent additional levy 
on dutiable imports imposed 
Aug. 15 by the U.S. may be 
lilted for Canada, awi Mexico. 

Traders in Toronto said 
speculation of a wheat sale to 
tiie Soviet Union may hav# 
provided an early boost to 
dollar trading. A published re¬ 
port tii a t such a deal was 
being negotiated was denied 
by federal government of¬ 
ficials. 

Foreign capital flowing into 
Canada pushes the value of 
the dollar up and any major 
foreign trade arrangement 
will affect the currency mar¬ 
ket.

QUADRA ISLAND — Cape Mudge Indians 
ate “not that far away from a referendum” which 
will decide if they will form Canada's first Indian 
muntcipahty. 

This was the word Friday from the Cape 
Mudge Indian Band Council Chief Lawrence Lewis. 

“We still have a few loose ends to tie up yet ” 
Lewis said. 

The band council met earlier this month to 
work out details and set a date for the referendum 
but were unable to complete plans until more talks 
were held with federal and provincial government 
officials. The talks are continuing. 

Lewis said an advance poll would be held 
about a week early to allow Indians who will be 
away on referendum day to record their vote. 

Asked for a mote precise referendum date, 


Lewis said he could not say if the vote would be 
held this year. 

The reserve Indians are mainly fishermen and 
they hope to fish waters around Quadra Island 
until about Nov. 15. 

However, Lewis said the fisheries department 
recently halted fishing in the area. It was not 
known whether this would end the season. 

Cape Mudge fishermen hope the halt will be 
temporary and have their hearts set on returning 
to fish by about Nov. 1 the chief said. 

After the fishing season, referendum planning 
would be easier, Lewis said. 

If Cape Mudge does become Canada’s first 
Indian municipality it will win a much greater 
degree of self-government without losing federal 
and provincial aid and grants.

In toe face of a sting, Cole 
offered this advice. Don't pull 
the stinger out, that releases 
ijoison from a small sack at¬ 
tached to the end of the 
stinger. Instead you should re¬ 
move the whole stinger with a 
knife.” 

Despite live painful implica¬ 
tions, the sting is only a very 
small part of a bee-man's life. 
The details of the mini-world 
revolving around the hive, 
Cole said, provide enough ma¬ 
terial to keep a man (beesy) 
studying bees all his life. 

“There are stiH a great 
many tilings that we do>not 
know about the bee,” he ex¬ 
plained, “and even some of 
tiie known facts change.” 

There are, liowever, a 
number of known bee statis¬ 
tics. 

“Each hive, which must 
contain at least 100.000 bees, 
c»>ntains only one queen beer. 
•She lays between 1500-2000 
eggs each day. Before she 
does this she must be ferti¬ 
lized by one of the almost 300 
drone bees which inhabit each 
hive.” Cole explained. 

These drones do nothing 
else they are just on hand 
if a new queen needs a mate. 
Life isn't as soft as it may 
seem for these fellows — they 
are regularly evicted from the . 
hive each winter and left to 
parish in the cold.

Farm Couple Says It Makes Them Sick 

Smelly White Substance Confounds

DUNCAN — Mr. and Mrs. 
Thoralf Dahl of Vaux Road 
are baffled by a mysterious 
smelly white substance which 
is making people and animals 
sick on their 700-acrt proper¬ 
ty 

Their spread is located 
about five miles southwest of 
Duncan and includes a consid¬ 
erable amount of timber. Mrs. 
Dahl said-the mystery began 
Oct. 12 when she went to 
check their Christmas tree 
plot and other timber. 

She noticed a small white 
substance which at first 
looked like ashes from slush 
burning. She also saw several 
planes and helicopters flying 
in the area hut did not pay 
particular attention at first. 
Now she feels that there may 
tie some connection tie tween 
the white particles and the ac¬ 
tivity in the air almost two 
weeks ago. 

She said at first the white 
particles covered sallal and 
other plants and it “smells 
like insecticide.” Mrs. Dahl 
said that she suffers from 
nose bleeding and headaches 
every time she comes back 
from their timber area and 
her small dog as well as a 
much larger dog of one of two 
loggers working there ' be¬ 
came very sick.” 

A representative of Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel Ltd's Copjier 
Canyon division took samples 
of the mysteiy substance to 
Victoria Friday hir analysis. 

Mrs. Dahl said she is very 
concerned about their 35 cat¬ 


tle which graze in the area 
where the white substance 
was found. The cattle are 
used tor butchering and “1 
wonder what it will do to 


them. We want to .know if it is 
harmful.” Mrs. Dahl claims 
other effects she still suffers 
when she goes to the area 
include a burning sensation in 


her face and pain in her lace 
bones. 

She said the substance is 
even more potent on sunny 
days when breathing becomes

Passing Thoughts About Humor

Today, folks, the subject is 
what we laughingly call 
humor. Or. to be more specif¬ 
ic, the lack of tt in a time 
when a kit of people take a lot 
of things seriously — and 
grow even more serious when 
you laugh about their tiling 

This brief book on the boff 
stemmed from a story in Va¬ 
riety. the grim-looking bible 
of show business, about a 
group called Gay Activists Al¬ 
liance. 

The story indicated the 
GAA had caused Dick Cavett 
to remove anti-homosexua: 
joke> from his bag of tricks 
and said the group had start¬ 
ed to work on Johnny Carson 
by sending stop-it demands in 
letters to Carson. NBC brass 
and Carson s producer. Fred 
De Cordova. 

“Our humor is not directed 
crudely against any minority 
group.” said De Cordova. 
“VTe have had no continuing 
abuse of fag humor, except 
possibly for an extremely iso¬ 
lated incident.” 

He added an intriguing sen¬ 
tence: *‘I don't need to give 
you a list of the sizeable 
manner of guests we've had 
on our show who are at least 
reputed to have gay tenden¬ 
cies.” 

And De Cordova denied any 
parallel between the gay mill 
tance and the black militance 
which all but eliminated anti¬ 
black humor from the UJ5. 
networks in the 1960s. 

That's what HF said, and T 
beg to differ. Can anyone 
seriously argue that most of 
what North American civiliza¬ 
tion does in the way of legists 
tion. fads and virtually every¬ 
thing else does not stem from 
the efforts of minority pres 
sure groups?

Rarely does any trend in 
law or behavior come from 
what some humorless charac¬ 
ter once called consensus gov¬ 
ernment. and maybe that s 
the way a democracy should 
be. One example of consensus 
thinking that comes to mind 
is prohibition and everyone 
know’s what a laugh that was. 

The only difference between 
this age and the others before 
it is in the nature of the pres¬ 
sure groups, which would 
make s big book, not a brief 
one. And of course some of 
them have changed humor be¬ 
cause the humorists don’t 
want to offend the pressures 

But in deciding to write 
about humor. I thought this 
article should go deejiei 
into the question of whether 
we have lest the ability to 
laugh and if so. wrtty? 

The trouble with that was 
as soon as 1 got serious about 
humor, I started laughing at 
myself. It’s my view that the 
only social crime to w'hich 
people 3 like could honesth 
plead not guilty is taking 
themselves seriously. 

And so. a few ftassing 
thoughts about humor: 

• Who says this is tlie 
most humorless age? I recall 


a period almost a quarter of a 
century ago wtien the United 
States hounded Charlie Cha¬ 
plin. the most inventive fun¬ 
nyman of them all, to Europe 
almost entirely becaus? of his 
politics 

• Humor by Chaplin and 
by Laurel and Hardy is con¬ 
sidered classic but some de¬ 
scribe (it also as simple and 
childlike. Is that a contradic¬ 
tion in terms or is there some¬ 
thing profound there? 

• Abbott and Costello arp 
definitely out these day’s, as 
far as humorists are con¬ 
cerned. Except for children, 
w'iio love their basic comedy 
and may be the best judges 
because they re not "clever'' 
enough. And if Laurel and 
Hardy are in now. who s to 
say Abbott and- Costello won't 
be, in a decade from now " 

• Certainly. All in the 
Family seems to offpnd ev¬ 
eryone with its cracks at Po- 
lacks and Jungie Bunnies. But 
isn’t the chief target the 
white. middle-class wage- 
earning family head? 

• These days Henny 
Youngman is high camp. Can 
anyone argue that he is not 
the worst comedian since Her¬ 
mann Goering?

But I 
was never an actor who felt a 
compulsion to act. 

"Did you know that I ma- 
Kxred in journalism at Colum¬ 
bia University? 

"Well. I did. 3 was selling 
stories to magazines while I 
was still in college. When I 
got out of school. I could have 
gotten a .job with the New 
York Times for abqut S18 a 
week, but I could go to work 
as an actor for 535 a week, so 
1 went to work as an actor. 

"It was as simple as that. " 

Payne’s success story , *o 
plainly stated, sounds almost 
too pat to be true. However 
his vault to stardom was 
nearly a matter of luck, al¬ 
though his good looks and tal¬ 
ent gave fortune an important 
assist 

Bom near Roanoke. Va he 
was an outstanding swimmer 
at Mercersberg iPa. * Aca¬ 
demy. a hand singer while at¬ 
tending Roanoke-Qillege and 
a magazine writer during his 
enrollment at the Juilliard 
School of Music and Columbia 
University. 

It was a Shuberts summer 
stock company that offered 
him the S35 a week and. thus, 
lost him forever to the Times 
city room. 

In 1935. Payne was soloist 
with a quartet featured in At 
Home Abroad, a Broadway 
musical starring Eleanor Po¬ 


well Beatrice Lillie and Ethel 
Waters. 

A year later, he made his 
first mov ie Dodsworth; how¬ 
ever. he didn’t attract much 
real attention until, still m the 
1930s he played a song and 
dance man in a film called 
Tin Pan Alley 

Payne’s Juilliard-groomed 
baritone voice made him an 
ideal leading man for the 
frothy, romantic musicals so 
jKipular then. 

Before his television series. 
The Restless Gun. got under 
way in the fall of 1957 
Payne had jierformed in more 
than 80 pictures which made 
him in his own words, "a me¬ 
dium-level tftar Actually, his 
level within the Hollywood 
strata was considerably 
higher than medium, since he 
worked constantly and op¬ 
posite some -of the public’s fa¬ 
vorite leading ladies. 

Nevertheless. Payne consid¬ 
ers his acting career to have 
been more an ascending stair¬ 
way to semi-retirement than ■ 
glamorous and artistic 
triumph. 

“At first, he reflect*. ‘1 
•iked acting. Then it got to be 
hard work, and then 1 got 
tired of it." 

He s written scripts and 
admits. "I have my director's 
ticket." but he s not beguiled 
by these occupations either. 
Unlike Paul Henreid. Don 
Taylor and other former lead¬ 
ing men whove found more 
fulfillment behind the camera 
than they did in front of It, 
Payne lias no intention of be-

the radio statu ms increased 
the audience and solved their 
economic problem. 

More important evidence is 
the experience of the New’ 
York Philharmonic with its 
Young People s Television 
Concerts T h e s r programs 
have received the highest tele 
vision prize and have even 
been assigned as homework 
for whole school districts. But 
they are more eagerly sought 
after abroad than hy commer¬ 
cial television m this country 
and are played literally 
around the world on foreign 
TV’. The truth is that commer¬ 
cial television and radio have 
developed a system that func¬ 
tions extremely well tn its 
purpose which is sales But 
this highly evolved system re¬ 
jects the quality programs of 
arts and humanities exactly 
the human body resists a 
transplanted organ. Since this 
is an. it must be our mission 
to develop a system that will 
free the arts from dejiendenoe 
on commercial broadcasting 
Let me outline some ideas 
being considered at Lincoln 
Centre in the hope that new 
technology will be developed 
to make them nossible 
ideas which would work 
equally well for all the arts 
and a wide range of creative 
Informational activities. 
We have already developed 
program« at Lincoln Centre 
which are widely used in Hie 
schools 

We have the diversity and 


excellence in the arts: the 
per tunning artists, teachers 
and managers to present 
wholly new program*; we 
• mild bring performing arts 
into the homes of millions 
throughout the country. We 
have the capability for a stu¬ 
dio of advanced videotape 
programming a t Lincoln 
Centre using inexpensive 
modern news media tech¬ 
niques to present specially de¬ 
signed m-house performances 

The development of high- 
fidelity sound equipment for 
television would inevitably 
follow But we need a new 
communications system to 
bridge the gap between city 
and suburb, betwen those we 
now serve and the many mil¬ 
lions who have never had a 
chance to choose such pn>- 
grams. 

What we must develop is a 
new system that will allow us 
to offer a low-cost television 
ticket, so to speak, to the in¬ 
dividual or family that se¬ 
lects a program or program 
series. With such a ticket, 
television programs of inher¬ 
ent excellence would be of¬ 
fered for mdivuduais by the 
millions to choose just as the 
sum of such individual choices 
and payments leads to the 
availability of a wide selec¬ 
tion of fine books and maga¬ 
zines and indeed products of 
excellence of all kinds. 

The coat of such a televi¬ 
sion ticket might well be mea¬ 
sured in cents far any one 
program but ii is an absolute 
necessity if fine programs of 
special appeal are to be de¬ 
veloped. We must find a way 
to reward our performers for 
their excellence, our manag¬ 
ers for their imagination our 
teachers for their knowledge 
and pay for the basic costs of 
television. The idea of the In¬ 
dividual being able to buy a 
simple television ticket and so 
support the programs he 
wants is a radical idea for 
television, but a fundaments! 
of the Xmericun way of doing 
things 

The individual should have 
this right, but it will he denied 
as long as the commercial 
standard of instant bn>ad ap¬ 


peal is the sole determinant of 
what goes on the air Since 
the multi-million audience can 
only be attracted by certain 
types erf entertainment, the 
art*, education and many sub¬ 
ject* of broad national interest 
are blanked out by what is, in 
effect, a monopolistic domi¬ 
nance of television by mass- 
appeal programs Because 
many of the wonderful thing* 
in life fail to meet the com¬ 
mercial lest of instant broad- 
appeal.' we all become un¬ 
derprivileged. 

The new freedom of the in¬ 
dividual to choose and pay for 
what he see* in accordance 
with hi* interest* need not be 
purchased at the expense of 
present television. The pro¬ 
grams of mas* appeal are not 
threatened, for their econom¬ 
ics are sound and people want 
them What this new use of 
television promwe* i* to add 
by mean* of a Mew economic 
base a whole new dimension 
to television a sensitivity to 
the selective audience. Televi-
